His work as I'rincijKil was remarkably 
well done, and his perseverance was tre- 
jnendous when he met with dilFieuUies, and 
he overcame them. His earnest wish was to 
make the pupils understand and learn. 
He was very careful to make signs plain 
and right. He was earnestly desirous to 
have fill: "ing and hand writing 

plain. I rules he made for the 

pupils wc. ,-,. ... I ler ami cleanliness. His 
untiring effort was to make his pupils have 
< oinmand of language, He proiiired well- 
educated teachers, and had 76 different 
teachers during liis long administration. 
Many of the pupils were successful schol- 
ars and became teachers in other sclufcls 
for the deaf in the t'nited States, 

He entertained the pupils by talking to 
them He gave money often to those 
who hail none, and those who staid at 
the Institution during the vacation, he 
liail instructed in tnules. He encouraged 
the pupils to have athletic exercises. 

A.S he did all he could for thirty-six 
yearn, as I'rincipal, to increase the lienefit 
and reputation of the Institution, let us 
honor I>r. Harvey I'. Peet, and remeinl)er 
him in history, and also let us help Mr. 
IvniK'h Henry Currier, our rrincijKil. iin- 
))rove the Jn^'-ivii.... (... i,,- r,.,,i,.i,iU.rs 
I>r, I'eet well 
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To his forethotight and great financial 
ability its material prosperity is, in great 
measure, due. Always he was planning 
for lidHcalion in its highest anil broailesi 
,sen.se. 

In the f|naHtiei« of his mind Mr. Win-

iHiilded, the foundationit were sound and 
deep. 

In his time, Mr. Winthrop was one of 
tlie most influential men >n New York. 
Socially, he ha/1 few j>eers and no sujwr- 
iors, and the jx)wer his high position gave, 
he exerted in fullest measure for the gfxxl 
of this silujol. In tlKwe days the educa- 
tion of the deaf was a new thing,* and 
iKropIe had to see lieforc they would l)e- 
iieve it possible. 

.Mr. Winthrop was able tjj bring the 

lii</tiii,t jiiii! l)e»t of this and other lands 

■ onvinced, Comnnced they 
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In 1868 he became private secretary to 
I>r. I. ll. "I'eet, and toward the close of 
that year he taught a class for a few weeks. 
He was so succes.sful in every way that the 
Hoard apjxjinted him a regular professor. 
I'or five years he distinguished himself as 
a teacher. Ht was particirlarly devoted 
to his pupils and showed a friendly in- 
terest in all others. To his fellow teachers 
he was a sincere friend, and able adviser. 

He died rather suddenly in June, 1S73. 
He was said to have been " the most 
eminent of the seifii-mute scholars of the 
country." He was a just and honorable 
man and the* deaf have every reason lo 
cherish his memory. 

OK, I'RKUKKICK A. P. RAKNAKO. 

In reviewing the lives of men who, 
through genuine merit, have come jjro- 
minently \xiore the public, it adds to ones 
interest to have known i>ersonally some- 
thing of the boyl»o<j<l home of one of these 
brilliant si-holars. I Jr. 1'. A, H. Barnard 
was twrn in the fteautiful old town of Shef- 
field, Mass., just five miles distant from 
my own little country home. Here he was 
well-known in the later years of his life, 
and is remembered as a gentle old man, 
e«tremely hard of hearing, making con- 
virsation rjuite dtfTiciilt.'as one was obliged 
to raise the voiii- loiisiderably in order to 
\>v understoi. 

Thisdeafii' ^ajd, influenced him 

in accepting a .|A>hilioii in this scIumiI. He 
was young m;fll of twenty -three, just out 
of college (where he sto(«l .second in a 
class of eighty-two), when he began to 
teach, lAiring the five years of his con- 
nection with this schixjl his influeiua- was 
widely felt. Numerous magazine articles 
relating to deaf-mute instruction, ami the 
" Analytic Grammar " csinie from liis pen 
at that time. 

After five or six, years of service, I)r. 
Barnard accepted a position in the South, 
and the next twenty-five years of his life 
were spent in Sfaithcrn Cities, where he 
was intere.steil in the cause of educ-ition. 
He finally came back to New V'ork a,s 
('resident of Columbia College, and how 
strange it must liavc seemed lo him to re- 
turn, after so many years, lo the very spot 
where his career as. teacher began • - ' 

As President of Cf>lnmbia. he retained his 
interest in the deaf, and srtoixl ready to 
assist any pupils :ied to tiike the 

college course. I itly visited the 

Institution, and oii •m' ■/• > .iwion conducted

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JOHN R. Btj'RNBT. 

The name (A a faithful worker in the 
cauiie of deaf-route inrtruction should 
awaken in us a feeling of gratitude and 
esteem. 

JohnR. Bursct certainly was a sincere 
friewl of the deaf. He was fxjrn in 1808, 
and at the age of eight years he lost bis 
h< ariii'.' 

on the farm, 
-'! 'tudy, "W) 
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which were spent in New Haven and Ken- 
dall Green with his children, he was a suf- 
fering yet patient and enduring invalid. 
He died at Kendall Green in 1KH5, at the 
age of seventy-nine. I>r, I'ay was the 
father of I'>lward Allen I'ay, of^ Gallaudet 
College, well-known to all the contempor- 
ary workers among the deaf. Dr. Barna- 
bas I'ay left a legacy of goofl works, and 
the memory of a faithful, helpful and 
cheerful life, not alone in this — the Kan- 
wood School—but in every capacity in 
in which he ever served. 

OUDLRY I'ltKT, M.n. 

Dudley, the youngest son of Dr. Harvey 
P. I'eet, was Ixjrn in the American Asylum 
at Hartford, on July gth, 1830, which was 
jii.st before his father became the Princijial 
of this Institution, The life thus begun 
among the deaf was always closely identi- 
fied with lliein. He had a sweet, gentle 
disposition, and many beautiful trails of 
character. He entered Yale College when 
lie was eighteen years old, and his educa- 
tion was of a superior order. He had a 
great taste for mathematics and also for 
every department of physical science. He 
.studied meiiicinc, and during that lime 
devoted two evenings a week lo the High 
Cliuw, delivering lectures in chemistry. 
He al.so a,ssisted_iii constnicliiig an excel- 
lent lal«;ratory,' He iiracticed medicine 
for a short lime, then became a regular 
teacher in the school. His anibilioii 
proniptcd liini to labor for the im])rove- 
iiieiil of the nielhods of deaf-mute instruc- 
tion, and his zeal for the advancement of 
his pupils led lo the establishnienl of a 
printing department. This hail long been 
talked of, but until Dr, Peel took the 
matter in hand, nolhing had been done, 
I wonder what the boys would think now, 
if lliey could not learn to iirlnting, 

Dudley Peet was gifted with a vivid im- 
agination and an exquisite ear for har- 
mony, so that he wrote nmny little ]x>enis 
anil songs, some of which have been ,set to 
music. In his recreation, he al.soshowed 
the vigorous power of his intellect. He 
was a fine chess player, and could plav 
and win two or three games at once, wilfi 
iHfferenl conipetitors. 

He was atiove all a conscientious Chris- 
tian, and by the purity of his life, his un- 
,selfisliiiess, and his sincerity, exerted 
powerful moral influence over his pupils 
and all with whom he came in contact. 

HnWARO PKKT. 

1.11. ... liic most enthusiastic iiii'i su. 1 css- 
fiil teachers that this Inslitulion has ever 
known was lid ward Peet, the second son 
of Harvey P. Peet and a brother of Dr. 
Isaac I^ewis Peet. He was iHjrn at the 
Scliixd for the Deaf at Hartford, Conn,, 
where his father wa« then teaching, 

Iji his early years, Udwiird Peet united a 
fondness for reading and .studying with 
a love for healthful exercise and athletic 
sixirt. I'liotball was not then the fashion, 
but he was a fine swimmer and graceful 
skiilir, and always interested himself in 
the sjHirts of his pupils. He was well iire- 
jiared for the work of teaching, having 
graduated at the University of the City of 
.N'ew York, and having traveled abroad. 
He was but 23 years 01 age when he be- 
came a professor here, but his character 
was well ailapled lo his chosen work of 
teiichiiig the deaf. He united kindness 
\^th firmness, so that his pupils resjK-cted, 
loved and obeveil him. 

His home life was particularly liaiipy, 
and he was a most coiisiderate husband 
and father. , He married Miss Huldali 
Kiisign, a si.ster of Miss Josephine I'^iisign, 
whom maiiy of you remember. 

In social life, in his business transac- 
tious, in all his duties, he was faithful, up- 
right and consistent. 

i\\ the early age of 36, his useful career 
was suddenly stopped bv the hand of 
death, but the influence of such a life as 
Itiat lived by K<lward Peet can never die.

John Robinson Keep wasi/ra/luated from 
Yale in iS3,|. He entered Yale College 
with 11) ' ilion of preparing for tlie 

tiiiiiisi: order to provide means 

for iiiiisuin;- Ills Uieological study, he ac- 
cepted a jKisition as leaclier in this Inslitu- 
lion, which he held for one year. During 
the year he had brain-fever. The next 
two years he pass«-il in the Yale Theologic- 
al .Seminary. He then decidetl to go to 
China as a missionary, and was greatly 
disapixiinted to relin(|uish this project be- 
cause of iiiflatnmation of the eyes. For 
some time he was a Congregational minis- 
ter at IJnionville, Conn., but he was 
obliged to give up the iiiiniHlry on account 
of lung trouble. The next year he taught 
in the Ohio Institution for the Deaf. He 
was not willing to lake his family west to 
live, so for the second time he i>ecunie a 
teacher in the New York Institution, where, 
as Id-fore, h<r remained one year. I'Vom 
the .New York Institution he went to the 
American Asylum, and remained there 
twenty-six ^ears. He was author of two 
books, " I''irst lycssons for the Deaf and 
Dumb," and " School Stories," the first of 
which was the result of his own experi- 
ence in teaching, and was very much ap- 
preciated by the teachers of that time. As 
to his character and attainments, this is 
what was written of him at the time of his 
death: "Those who have known him 
will not sfwdi forget his fund of anecilnle, 
liis speaking countenance, his powers of 
niiniicry, his love of music, his business 
sagacity, his tender heart, and his concern 
for the best interests of the community, 
whether educational, political or relig- 
ious."

RKV. JOHN HANCOCK PBTTINGII.I,. 

Among the names, from a long list of the 
men, who have, during the pa.st, been eii- 
Kaged in promoting the interests of the 
(leaf, we find that of John Hancock Pettin- 
gill, a graduate of Yale College in the year 
1837, a former teacher in the New York, 
and also in the Pennsylvania IiLStitutioiis. 
He will be reittembered by some, as the 
author of many articles in the .hinals, but 
his most prominent works, the princiiial 
one of which is entitled " The Unspeakable 
(jift," have not only l)een read at home, 
but have been translated into German, 
Italian, and many other foreign languages. 
One subject of great interest lo him was 
that of foreign missions. He visited .Sy- 
ria, Turkey and Greece, for the purpo.se of 
finding out more of the missions in those 
countries. During an epidemic of cholera 
in Belgium, in the year 1867, he was help- 
ful in caring for the sick, for which he was 
publicly tliankcd by that governmeiit. 
He was Ixirn .in Vermont, in May, 1815, 
graduated from Yale C>)llege in the class of 
1837, Chief-Justice Waite and other noted 
men being among his classmates. After 
graduating, he look a course al the llnioii 
riieological .Seminary in New York City. 
His helpfulness to the deaf did not entirely 
close with his ilealh, which occurred in 
l''ebrii«ry, 1887, for he left one son, who 
successfully carried on his work, until 
his death, which occurred while teaching 
ill the Pennsylvania Iirstitutioii, His bro- 
ther, also, was an earnest, and one of the 
most successful teachers of tin- ilcif in 
America, 

RKV. WII,I,IAM ADAM,S,'n.r). 

Dr. William Adams was for thirty-two 
years connected with this Inslitulion, first 
as a Director, and afterwards as its Presi- 
dent. He was a man of fine intellect and 
profound leariiiiiK, He was a graduate of 
Yale college , and during his college days, 
as well as in after years, won high ili.sliiic- 
as a scholar. 

I II inaiuiers he was gentle and courteous, 
conibiiiing with these qualities a degree of 
dignity that inspired rcsjiect and admiration 
in all with whom he came in contact. He 
was of the .same family as John Adams, 
President of the United .Stales, 

During his coniieclioii with the school- 
board, Mr. Adams ever showed great sym- 
pathy for the officers of the Institution, and 
the deepest interest in the welfare of the 
pupils, and his work done here was a work 
of love. His iiortrait now hangs in the en- 
trance hall of the In.stitution, a memorial 
of his .services rendered to the Institution 
mid ll) deaf-mutes. 

JACOn VAN NCSTRANn. 

Mr. Jacob Van Noslrand was a.s.socialed 
with the Instruction of the Deaf for a 
period of forty years, 21 spent in this In- 
stitution and 19 in the one in Texas. 

During his University' life, he often came 
to visit this institution, and thus became 
deeply attracted toward its work, and in- 
terested in the objects of its care. Ac- 
cordingly, in 1838, a vacancy ap]x?ariiig 
among tile staff of teachers. Van No.strand 
was offered the jxjsilion, wjiicli he finally 
accepted. 

He thenceforward gave him.self entirely 
up to the work of his profession. Until 
alter his marriage he continued lo reside 
in the in.stitution, taking his meals in the 
same room with the pupils, and devoting 
much of the lime mil of school with efTorts 
to amuse them in their hours of leisure, 
and to encourage in them a love of study. 
His bciiriiig was <'ver of u character to in- 
spire res]M-ct, and his example was in itself 
of the greatest bcnefil lo those placed 
under his care. He was sound to the core 
as lo truth, purity, and magnanimity. The 
soul of honour, he could always beteusled, 
and he was never ajipealed to for as.sislaiice 
in vain. Such a man could hardly helji 
lieiiig a gfxxl teacher. 

His lime was alniosl exclusively devoted 
lo the instruction of the higher classes, and 
he entertained the idea that their educa- 
tion ought lo amount lo .something more 
than had yet tieen reached. Accordingly, 
by means of his argumentative fK)wers, the 
Convention of Iiislruclors of the Deaf and 
Dumb, held in New York in 1851, passed a 
resolution extending the time allotted lo 
the course of in.struction, 

SiKjii after the removal of the Institution 
from I''iftielh Street to its present site, Mr. 
Van Noslrand received an invitation lo 
lake charge of a school just established at 
.\usliii. The inducements were tempting, 
the field inviting, and after careful con- 
sideration, he accepted. 

Of the nineteen years of active service 
spent in Texas, suffice it to say that his 
efTorts were crowned with success, and to 
him are the people of Texas imlebted for 
placing their Institution upon a finn 
foundation of such go«l strong principles. 

When in 1876, as a result of an unfor- 
tunate law, he was removed from the head 
of the school, he returned to New York, 
and was reinstated in his former position 
as teacher in the IiLstitution, where he re- 
mained until his death, three years later. 

An incident which occurred a few days 
before his death, will perhaps be of inter- 
est here as a jiroof of his sterling character, 
his noble .soul and his loyally to the cause. 
While altendilig an Anniversary Celebra- 
tion in New York, he slipped and fell, 
which finally resulted in his death. The 
next day after the accident he was present 
al the celebration of the birthday of Harvey 
Peet, and though still suffering from lame- 
ness, he insisted upon making his appear- 
ance at the Inslitulion every day at 8 
o'cloik. His 1 ' ' ' ious days were

JKRKMtAIt WfX)n iii^M,ii\. 

Jeremiah Wixxl Conkliii was one of eight 
gradiuites of the New York ScIkmjI for the 
Deaf, who, in 1878, held fK)Sitions as 
leuilicrs in that Institution, He entered 
the schiKil in 1826 as a putiil, and after 
eight years faithful .study, he was gradu- 
ated with honors, and prepared lo rcpni- 
duce ll' '.iliii. the inethoils bv which he 
had 1. 'illy taught. After three 

years ic again Ix-came identified 

with the institution, and thus began his 
long and u.sefiil career as an instructor of 
the Deaf, I'roni the first to the third 
grades were nstuillv assigned to him, so 
great was 1 ' ss with younger chil- 

dren. He III the instruction of 

penninnslii|i ..n.i viiinmar, and his pupils 
iinild always br indetltified by the general 
excellence of their work. 

Mr, Conklin was vi-rv fond of fishing, 
and his hours of recreation were spent in 
that |)leasiirablej)astiiiie. His success did 
not confine itsen to his work, Init extend- 
ed to his sjiorts. He fished as he taught, 
faithfully and siicccssfiillv. "My Journal" 
or " How I spent my V I'liie-fisliing" 

published here in 187 an interest- 

ing recital of his varinu. ' ^|M .jiiions. 

He was a man of exceptional charai-ter, 
i.vi.Liiii' i.riiise and admiration from all 
wl lim. 

I I occurred suddenly and unex- 

pectedly. He suffered a short illness from 
an affection of the lungs, and finally ex.< 
jnred on the jfith of January, at his homo 
at Batiylon, on I/f>ng Island. 

He was greatly lieloved and mourned by 



all who were associated with him during 
his forty-eight years of Conscientions and 
faithful work among the deaf. 

(ilLBKRT CHARUBS WIM.IAM GAMAfiK. 

In the City of New York, seventy years 
ago, next New Year's Day, was liorn a 
deaf-mute, Gilbert Charles William Gam- 
age. He did not attend school until he 
was eleven years old, and then he was 
placed in this Institution. He remained 
here as a pu|>il for ten years; and under 
the kindly care and wise teaching of Dr. 
Peet, he develope*! into a bright and intel- 
ligent man. Two years after he graduated 
he became a monitor in this ,sch(M)l, and 
two years later was apjxiinted a teacher. 
For forty years he labored here, and dicl 
noble work in behalf of the deaf. By his 
faithful service he won the love and grati- 
tude of hundreds of graduates 01 old 
I'^aiiwood. 

In 1884, when he was sixty-five years 
old, he retired fnnn active (futy in the 
class-room, 'I'lie Directors were .so much 
pleased with his long and faithful service, 
that they invited him to make his home in 
the Institution. 

His life work shows what a deaf-mute 
can do; and his loving deeds should keep 
his memory ever dear in the fair story of

Henry Winter ,Syle was born in ,'^hang- 
liai, China, Novenilx-r 9tli, 1846, I'roin a 
very early age he gave evidence that his 
was no common mind. At the age of three 
and a half he was able lo read the Bible, 
When but six years old he had .scarlet 
fcviT, which not only destroyed his hear- 
ing, but let him a very delicate child. 
Indeed he was never afterwards strong. 

At .seven years of age he entered David 
E. Bartletl's School, where he made rapid 
progress in his .studies, being especially 
good in Latin and Greek. 

Ill 1863 he entered Trinity College, and 
although deaf, he stixxl at the heaiT of his 
cla.ss, but a weakness of his eyes prevented 
his fini.sliing the course. 

In i86g, he became a teacher in our 
school. His wonderful intellect toon 
made itself known. He taught'lhe higher 
branches to the most advanced pupils, I 
well remember how easily h^ answered the 
most difficult questions which were put to 
him, and, lo make .sure that he was tinder- 
stoixl, he would cover all the slates in the 
room with his ex])lanation. 

In 1869 Yale College, after Mr, .Syle had 
successfully pas.sed an examination in the 
four years' course ( lasting three weeks), 
conferred upon him the degree of B. A., 
and in 1872, from the sjinie college, he 
received the degree of M. A. in course, In 
i.S.% Trinity College also gave him the 
degree of M. A. 

While a teacher, he took a short courM 
in Cohimbia College School of Mines, a.s- 
sayiiig being the end in view. 

In 1872 he married Miss Klannery, a 
former pupil of his. After leaving us, he 
tiMik a position in the Uiiite<l States Mint 
in Philadelphia. 

In 1876, he was ordained a deacon in the 
Proteslanl I'lpiscojial church and, finding 
that the work requireil all his time, he left 
the Mint. 

Ill 1887, he and Mr. A. W. Mann were 
the first deaf men to t)e ordained priests. 
The next year he was able to secure 
a church for the deaf — the first of its kind 
in the worlil. — All .Souls' Church of Phila- 
del])liia, and he was made its rector. He 
labored uucea.singly till liis death, giving 
help, Ixith .spiritual and temporal, to all 
who needeil it. He was among the first to 
collect money for the future home for the 
aged and infirm deaf of Pennsylvania. In 
spile of his physical weakness he accom- 
plished a most wonderful work, and has 
left us a bright example of lofty purpose, 
sii.staincd by the love of God and his fel- 
low men. He die<l, January 6, 1890, while 
still a young man. 

Dear pupils, try to emulate his ex- 
ample. Make the very best of your op- 
portunities, and your teachers and ttie Insti- 
tution will have cause lo be proud of you, 

oi.ivKR nirm.BY cookk. 

Mr. Oliver Dudley Cooke was iKjru in 
1822. He was a graduate of Trinity Col- 
lege, IlartfonI, and from 1845 to 1853, he 
occupied a iiositton as teacher in the Hart- 
fort ,Sch(x)l for the Deaf. 

After resigning that position, he taught 
in West Virgiiii ' ! ;i) in our own Insli- 
tulion. Ill 111 !'■ l)ecatiie the head 
teacher, charge. ..i.;. Uje instruction of 
the High Class. 

He look an active part in the -war he- 
twoen the North and South — holding the 
rank of Major in the Confederate Army. 
He left the profession and became a lawyer 
of note. His compilation of the Statutes 
of West Vi I ve him wide reputation, 

and he w ited Deputy Attorney 

General o I ,, . si . iiginia, which office he 
held until his death. 

He was a fine, handsome man — some- 
what headstrong, perhaps, but generous to 
a fault. He is said by his conteuii)oraries 
to have been a most excellent teacher, and 
one who ixis-sesstHl the universal love and 
respect of his pupils. 

In leaching the deaf, he hetieve<i in the 
use of .s|)elliiig exclusively, and may be 
considereil the father of manual .spelling. 
He prcpareil a cour.se of instruction l>ased 
upon this idea, and this fact should lie 

fjenerally known in order that proper 
lonor sliould be paid to his memory for 
this contribution to the cause of deaf- 
mute education. He dierl of pneumonia, 
on the twenty-third of March, 1895, in 
the seventy-third year of his age.

Another member of th« iitmni, and at one 
time Its • presldenl, was .fudge Henry K.

Very few men know how to mho wealtli 
wlBoly, l)iit Mr. Fieltl was one of that few. 
He coiiHldered hlK wealth as a posHession 
given liy Heaven to be used, not for liis own 
perHonal Kratiflcatlon, but for the Kood of 
hi« follow mon, and for their kooiI alno did 
he uso it. IIiH l)oiievoi((nr(> wan proverbial. 
UiiriiiK the last twenty yearH of Iuh life, Mr. 
Field retired from biiHinesH and devoted hi« 
entire time to charitable work. HevviiHa 
Director ot this Institution for thirty-one 
years, froui \6>i'i until the timeof liis death. 
Marcli 17, 1891). 

The care and oversinht, which ho took of 
our Institution, however, was by no means 
the Ittiiit of his charitable work. He is said 
to have beenadircctorof about ono hun(ln>d 
different InstitutionK. 

He founded Mie Home for Incurables in 
Fordhani, and was its (Irst and only presi- 
dent up to the time of his death. He was 
also founder of the Now York Free Circulat- 
Inn liibraries, and was a fellow of the 
American tJeonranhical Society. 

He was once also president of the New 
York Historical Society, and was the old((st 
nieniher of the New York ('lianilK-r of ('om- 
merce. 

To day we honor his memory. Let us 
also strive to emulate Ills character and to 
follow the example which he left us, tliat 
true life consists in living to bless the lives 
of others. 

CYllUH W. FIKI.I). 

Cyrus W. Field was an American mer- 
chant, born at Stockbridne Mass. He was 
wlucated in his native town. At the age of 
fifteen became a clerk in New York, and in 
a few years was at the head of a merciiiitih 
house 

business and spe 

In South AmorioB. On bis return, he be- 
came deeply interested in the project of a 
teleuriiph across the Ocean, lie was first 
applieil to for aid, to i-iimplete a land line, 
wliich had boon beRun in iNewfoiindland to 
cross the island, 4(X) miles from CaiH^ Hay to 
8t. John's, from which it was intended toruii 
a line of fast steimers to tlie west coast of 
Irelaiul, and tliiis brliiu: America within a 
week of Kurope. While Mr. Field was study 
Ing the subject, aqd turning over theglolte 
in his library, the idea flashed upon his 
mind. "Why not carry the line tt<^ross the 
ocean y" In this Idea was the germ of ono 
of the greatest enterprises of modern times, 
that (U telegraphic coin til unication betwt^en 
the old and the new world. His first step was 
toobtain legal authority, b ithiii Kiiro|ieaiid 
his own (Kiuntry. Among those associated 
with him in this enterprise w<'re Peter 
(hooper, Moses Taylor an<t a few others, and 
they formed what was calle<l " New York, 
Newfoundland an. I hondon Telegraph C!oni- 
paiiy " for the purpose of cariying the de- 
sign into effect. T o build the land line, it 
took more than tw;) years. While this was 
In progress, he wont to Kngland and in-dcred 
a subiiwirinecable, tocontit'ct ("ape Hay and 
Cape IJieton. TIiIh was sent out in iKVt; 
but was lost ill a ga'.e in tlie attempt to lay 
it across the gulf of .St. Ijawreiiee. The aU 
tempt was renewed the following year with 
HuccesH. In ISTiO he werj to London and 
there organized the " Atlantic Telegraph 
I'oinpany" to carry tlie line across tlie 
ocean, and he liiniselfsul)scril«!done()uarter 
of the whole capital of the company. Twice 
the atteiuiit failed, but the third proved 
siiccessfiii, and in August. 1S.W, telegraphic! 
(•<)nimnnication was established across the 
ocoaii. The (^able however worked only a 
few weeks and became silent. To forward 
the project now became more difllcult than 
ever, as the public had lost faith. He was 
continually passing to and fro between 
America and KiiroiM-, insiilriiig fresli 
. ourage, and gftthoriiig new resources. But 
iibstacles multiplied, civil war broke out 
ill the United States and the nathui was 
iibsorlied in jts own affairs. Thus seven 
years pas ed away before the altiMnpt was 
lenewod. Hut nt last, in 18fi5, anothiu- 
i'Xp(Mlition was prepared, a better cable 
iDiistrucled, and the Great Kastern took It 
nil board and sailed west. Over 1,200 miles 
had been laid, when by a suddeii lurch of 
the ship the cable snapped and was lost. 
In IWW another expedition, which was 
successful. The cabhs2,()(K> miles Ifing, was 
safely stretched acro.sstlie ocean, and com- 
munication jiroved perfect. Thusafti'r 12 
years of int^essiint labor, in which he passed 
iicross the ocean some fifty times, he s.dc- 
c . -.iMbHl. (Congress voted unanimously to 
liiivsrnf hlpi with a gold medal, with' the 
thanks of the nation, while the prime 
iniiiister of Kngland said that he bring a 
citizen of anotlier country only prevented 
him fnmi receiving high honors from the 
British government, .fohii Hright iiro- 
nounceil him "the <'oluiiibus of modern 
limes, who by his cable had moored the 
new world alongside of the old." Since 
I hat year two otlier cables have been laid. 
< 'oinmunlcation across the Atlantic Ocean 
has never been interrupted for a sinele 
hour. He was one of the directors of this 
Institution for the Denf and Dumb.

Asa debater lie was 
convinciiig, and as an orator eloquent, the 
cliarni o( his voice adding greatly to the 
effect ot his words. 

To us connected with this Institution, ho 
was best kiiown as a member of its Hoard 
of Directors, and during tlie twenty-six 
years of this connection, his benevolent 
face becamo familiar to several generations 
of pii))lls. riie influence lie was able to 
exert, both in his public and private cajia- 
clty, to secure recognition and support to 
the- work of educating tliu deaf, dad an 
Important bearing ■upon the success of the 
Institution. 

A man of kindest impulses, and clearest 
scope of vision, logical in mental iirocess, 
ami practical in suggestion, he, in every 
way, brought to teachers and pupils eii- 
couragemeiit and asslHtaiice which will 
continue to beni'Ilt them for years to come. 
And wo could wisa at this juncture, when 
clouds of doubt are rising to obscure the 
true meaning of the organic law, when 
the inti^nt of tlie Statutes afTectiiig the 
education of tlic deaf is being iiilsinterpiet- 
ed to their injury, and unseen possibilities 
for evil are liecomiiig more and more men- 
acing, our Principal could hope for, in the 
struggle before him, sucli another loyal 
friend In the present as Krastus Urooks 
proved himself to lie to his predecessors in 
the past. 

ritlKmUCH FKOKIIKI.. 

Tlie little people of the kindergaitcn love 
to hear about Kriedrich Froelsd, the good 
friend of little children, who lived in (.or- 
niaiiy, and planned the beautiful kinder- 
garten system. 

It is the custom In many kindergartens 
to have a special celebration on the anni- 
versary of his birthday, April 21st. The 
children ilecorate his picture with Hags a .d 
Uowers, ami sing BOiiie of liis kindergartener, 
songs. The teacher, or kindergartener, 
galiiers the circle of children about her and 
tells them of the good man's iiiiseltisli love 
and work for little children. They listen 
eagerly to the story of the little boy Frioil- 
rlcli, who lived in tlie beautiful Thuringian 
Forest of G rmany, over a hundred years 
ago. 

Kriedrich was sometimes a very lonelv 
and unhappy little boy. He had few play- 
mates, and Ills inothor died when he was 
only three years old. He went to school 
with other boys, but his lessons were not as 
pleasant and interesting for him as they are 
made for little cliildieii of our day." lie 
was always glad when schoiil was over, and 
hecould be out of doors with the trees and 
flowers of the forest. He loved animals and 
all the world of nature. The little squirrels 
and birds were his (ilayniales. He liked 
to study the lessons which the trees and 
(lowi'rs taught him far better than the dull 
lifele s les.sons of tlio books. He did not 
neglect his books, hovveve.', for he hoped to 
become a wise and useful man. 

Friedrlch Froebcl heciiiiie agreal teacher. 
He loved little children and often played 
with them, and told them stories. He helped 
the mothors teach their little ones. 

After long years of thoiiKlit and study, 
he planned the toys occiipation.s, and games 
of the kindergarton system. 

In time people ln'canie interested in the 
work, anil many klu lergartens wereopere I 
In (iermany for the children. 

l''redericli Froebcl lived to be seventy 
years old, and was greatly loveil anil 
honored.

Perlwips they do not realize that all the 
pretty toys and colored pai)ers are teaching 
the little oiu's as iuijMirtjint lessons as their 
ti^xi books are teaching them. 

All through the busy, happy day, thellttle 
men and women of the kindergarten ore 
learning l>y doing, which Is so much lietter 
than the way children were tang'it liefore 
li'rederlch Froebel gave them the kinder- 
garten.

Itecently Dr. Gallaudet delivered 
a lecture explanatory of some 
pictures bought for the college, as 
explained in l«ist letter, after which 
a social hour was given the stu- 
dents and members of the fa<;ulty, 
etc. 

When the (iailaudet Statue was 
erected in December, 1889, the 
committee had left on hand $47!l.- 
.'54. This they gave in charge to 
the Boanl of Directors of the Insti- 
tution to Ijc kei»t for repairing Ihe 
statu(; when necessary. 

At a meeting of tlie Board, in 
May, 1890, Senator llawley of tk)n- 
necticut spoke on the great work 
done by the deaf of America in 
ere<!ting this statue to honor the 
inemory of the Rev. Thos. Gallsu- 
det, and to beautify our grounds; 
atul particularly their having not 
only enough funds, but a balance 
on hand, a very rare occurrence, 
lie thought, since the alumni ha<l 
done so much, the Board of Direct- 
ors, whose duty it is to keepgrounds 
and buildings in rejiair, ought to 
attend to the statue; and he moved 
thit the Board should contribute 
enough to make the sum just five 
hundred dollars, put this sum at 
interest under the name of the (ial- 
laudet .Memorial An Fund, and to 
beautifying our halls with as fine 
works of art as could be pro<rured 
for the money. That motion was 
pa».sed, il is unnecessary t.o say, in 
view of the result. 

Dr Gallaudet then explained how 
the pictures (then hanging on the 
Chapel walls) had oeen procured, 
and the re<!ital wasof miiel; interest. 
The first purchased was the paint- 
ing of Helen Keller, by Marcus H. 
Kerr. Dr. (iailaudel first saw this 
at the Convention of Teachers of 
the Deaf at Flint, Michigan in 1895, 
and thought it but fitting that the 
first picture jiundiased by the fiinil 
contributed by the alumni should 
be by an alumnus (or ex-student, to 
tie precise) of the College. He ac- 
cordingly procured it, and it has 
since hung in the hall near the 
girls' library. 

The next was pnicured by Mrs. 
tiallaudet (and it will show her 
taste, say we). It is entitled, "Sav- 
e<l," and is after a painting by H. 
Spieling, a n<)led (ierman aitist 
It represents a noble St. Bernard ly- 
ing at the foot of a fli ;ht of steps. 
.Vest ling clo.se to his breast, between 
his mjissive outstrelched paws, is a 
kitten gaiiiiig with the utmost calm- 
ness at a coufile of smaller dogs 
who are just t)eyond the rcac:h of 
her protector. The latter lies quiet- 
ly without asign of motion, but with 
a lordly stare from his erect head, 
which seems t<i say: " Thus far, no 
further." 

Another is a coj)y of Madonna di 
San Sisf^i, painted tietweeii LOl'/and 
1.520, by the immoHal Raphael. 
This has been winsidered that arl 
i.st's masterpiece, and of It Lubke 
has said : 

"It may be said that in this pic- 
ture Raphael has united his de«[i- 
est thought, his profiiundest insight, 
his coiiipletest loveliness, which is, 
anrl will continue to be, the aiiex of 
all religious art." 

Of the child, in her a, ...n, i. ..- 
nyson said : "The child sf-ems U) 
me the furthest reach of human art. 
His attitude is a man's ; hia coun- 
tenance, a Jupiter's." 

This wassu/*pended over the plat- 
f<irm. Just beneath il was H small 
one represent i ng t he faces of a couple 
cherubs, looking upward, anolher 
portion of the original painting. 

At one side was a large picture of 
the Arch of Constantine, built be- 
tween the Palatine and Cu'lian Hills 
in Rome, tx> commemorate his vic- 
tory over .Maxentius ; at the other, 
the Parthenon, still in lis ruins, 
after sustaining for two thousand 
five hundred years the ravages of 
lime and of man, the noblest speci- 
men of achit^'cture the world has 
ever seen. These two were from 
photographs. 

Another picture is The Immacu- 
\nU^ Conception, by Miirillo, re- 
presenting John the Ifaptist atul the 
Christ, th<f former iM^aring a slender 
crosslet with a pennant bearing 
the ins<;ription, ''^ Kae Atpiuji l)ii'' 
("Hehobl the Lamb of God"), 
from a shell hehl by the latter. 
At the feet of the Christ is a shee|i 
looking up info his fa<;e, while 
above the group cherub-faces are 
looking dfiwnward. 

Ji<isa Bonheur is repres^nited by 
the picture of a herd of sheep, the 
shepherdess a little in the baek- 
trround, and in the distance hills. 
It is from a painting exhibit^ed at 
the f'hicago P'air; and like all 
works of this great animal paintf^r, 
it requires no expatiating of its 
I>eanty and truth. 

Another represents a great drove 
of magnificent Spanish bulls, ac- 
companied by the drover, their 
massive bulk, wide-spreading 
horns, and lordly carriage of the 
le a grand scene. They 

ai iirciugh a mountain <le- 

flle. It is the work of a di.stin- 
guished mrxlern Spanish painter. 

One by Millet reprewnts a group 
of women "gleaning" in a field, 
while in the ba<;kground arejKinder- 
ous sfjicks, shfM'ks, and sheaves ly- 
ing on the ground, repres«'nting, 
one would imaaiuc, an idejil rather 
than real harvest wene. 

But one remains, a<5 sea-Hcene on 
the Norway coast. There is a 
lofty promontory on wh<^w«e base 



and neighboring rocks the breakers 
are <lasliing themselves into spray. 

All are finished in dark or brown 
shades, with frames of plain wood 
to match. They are iiuleed a valu- 
able acquisition, and we must all 
rejoice that the college is in pos- 
session of bhib'" perpetual fund, 
which as years go by may be in- 
creased. Dr. (iallaudet expressed 
the hope that if any of us is left a 
fortune by a rich uncle, that one 
will remember the Art Fund.
